Plans unveiled for statue of 
town’s war-time code breaker

PLANS for a statue of a war¬ 
time code breaker and 
unsung hero have been 
unveiled. 

Newmarket-born Bill Tutte was 
responsible for breaking the Lorenz 
cipher used by German army 
officers, at the government’s code 
cracking headquarters at Bletchley 
Park in 1941. 

Unlike his famous colleague 
Alan Turing, Tutte enjoyed little 
recognition in his lifetime as Cold 
War considerations meant his work 


was kept secret until the 1990s. 

Town councillors, members of 
the public and members of Tutte’s 
family formed The Bill Tutte 
Memorial Working Group earlier 
this year to honour one of 
Newmarket’s greatest sons. 

The group proposed building a 
statue on Rutland Hill, outside the 
Rutland Arms Hotel, at a meeting 
of the town council on Monday. 

Richard Fletcher, secretary of the 


group, said: “We wanted it to tell a 
story and to raise awareness of his 
achievements so people ask about 
him when they see it.” 

The statue will be made up of 
five stainless steel sheet pillars on 
a raised stone arc. 

Each pillar will be marked with 
dots to replicate the punched 
paper tape used by teleciphers and 
the holes will form a picture of 
Tutte’s face when viewed from a 


certain angle. 

Mr Fletcher said: “There will be 
a bench where people can sit down 
to think and children will be able 
to clamber on it. It’s important, we 
think, for people to be able to 
interact with the statue.” 

The prime viewpoint will be 
marked by a paving stone of the 
‘Squaring the Square’ puzzle that 
Tutte solved while at Cambridge 
University. 

In front of the statue will be a 41 
toothed ring, representing the 
number of teeth on the Lorenz 
machine.

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Gardener's son to an intellectual great 


WILLIAM Tutte, universally known 
as Bill, was born in Fitzroy House, 
in Newmarket, in 1917. 

The son of a gardener, he went to 
school in Cheveley before moving 
to Cambridge High School for Boys. 
Tutte won a scholarship to read 
Chemistry at Trinity College, 
Cambridge in 1935. 

As a member of the Trinity 
Mathematical Society, he attracted 
attention when he and a few 
colleagues came up with a solution 
to an old mathematical conundrum 
called ‘Squaring the Square’ which 
involved dividing a square into 
smaller squares of varying sizes. 

In 1941, he was invited to join the 
government code and cipher school 
at Bletchley Park where he was able 
to crack a cipher, nicknamed Tunny, 
used between high ranking German 
officers. 

Messages came from a Lorenz 
teleprinter, which enciphered and 
then deciphered messages using 
12 wheels rather than the three of 
four on the famous Enigma 


machine. 

The breakthrough came in August 
1941 when a German officer 
accidentally sent the same 
message twice, allowing Bletchley 
Park’s chief cryptographer John 
Tiltman to decipher it. 

Despite having no idea what the 
machine looked like, Tutte used this 
message and his own mathematical 
knowledge to work out the internal 



machinations of the Lorenz. 

Tutte’s work was used by engineer 
Tommy Flowers in the making of 
the first computer, known as 
Colossus. 

Due to the secrecy surrounding 
Bletchley Park he received very little 
recognition for his work. 

After the war he returned to Trinity 
to complete a Doctorate in 
Mathematics but soon accepted a 
post in Canada and he emigrated in 
1948. 

He became Professor of 
Mathematics at Waterloo University, 
in Ontario, and in 1987 Tutte was 
elected Fellow of the Royal Society 
for Services to Mathematics. 
Following the death of his wife 
Dorothea in 1994 he returned to 
Newmarket to live for six years 
before he returned to Canada in 
2000 . 

In 2001 he was inducted as an 
officer in the Order of Canada, the 
equivalent of a knighthood. 

He died in May 2002 in Kitchener, 
in Canada.

Inside the ring will be a 
quote from Winston 
Churchill, who described 
Tutte’s achievement as 
“the greatest intellectual 
feat of the Second World 
War”. 

The working group 
chose Cambridge-based 
sculptor Harry Gray to 
design the statue. 

Gray is known for 
designing the statues of 
books outside Cambridge 
University Library, the 
Mother and Child in 
Royston and the Battle of 
Britain Monument at 
Dover. 

He said: “I like the idea 
that you have to do a little 


work to see the picture, 
like he did. 

“If you are walking past 
quickly it will come into 
focus.” 

The group have worked 
with the High Street 
Regeneration Committee, 
which has proposed to 
turn the Rutland Hill area 
into a public open space. 

Mr Fletcher said the 
project will cost between 
£40-50,000 plus engin¬ 
eering costs but they are 
confident they can raise 
the money. 

The plans have not 
been subject to archi¬ 
tectural or engineering 
scrutiny and the group 
would need to obtain 
planning permission. 


Cllr Rachel Hood said: 
“I think we should say 
thank you very much to 
everyone who has been 
part of this project. 

“The sculpture is abso¬ 
lutely amazing.” 

Mr Fletcher asked the 
town council to establish 
a Rutland Hill Working 
Group to combine plans 
for the statue and the 
public open space. 

Newmarket Town 
Council will discuss the 
proposals at its next 
meeting on December 10 
and the working group 
plan to set up a public 
consultation in the 
Memorial Hall before the 
meeting.

New DNA tests to fight 
against terrier disease 


Work done by 
scientists at the 
Animal Health 
Trust brings 
good news 
for breeders

SCIENTISTS have 
developed a DNA test 
for a degenerative 
disease affecting a type 
of terrier. 

Staff at the Kennel Club 
Genetics Centre, which is 
based at the Animal Health 
Trust (AHT) in Kentford, 
were able to isolate a genetic 
mutation causing late onset 
ataxia (LOA) which affects 
co-ordination and balance 
in Parson Russell Terriers. 

The Parson Russell Terrier 
is slightly larger than the 
Jack Russell and owners 
abide by strict breeding 
guidelines. 

The dogs usually develop 
the disease at around six 
months old and those 
affected have to be put 
down as there is no cure. 

However, after testing the 
DNA in more than 200 
terriers, scientists at the 
AHT were able to find the 
mutation and establish that 
LOA is an inherited 
recessive trait, meaning

puppies must inherit the 
gene from both parents to be 
affected. 

Dog owners will be able to 
arrange for a DNA test, 
which will indicate whether 
their pet is a carrier of LOA, 
if it is likely to develop it or 
if it is free from the disease. 

Cathryn Mellersh, head of 
canine genetics at the AHT, 
said: “This is great news for 
Parson Russell Terrier 
breeders as we believe LOA 
is an emerging condition in 
the breed and through this 
test we should be able to cut 
the disorder ‘off at the pass’, 
before the mutation 
becomes any more 
widespread. 

“It is important for 
breeders to understand that 
a clear result using the LOA 
DNA test will not exclude 
the formal possibility that 
dogs could still develop a 


genetically different form of 
ataxia.” 

Caroline Kisko, secretary 
of the Kennel Club, said: 
“LOA is a relatively new but 
devastating condition and 
we are delighted that we’ve 
been able to work with the 
Animal Health Trust to 
develop a DNA test that will 
give breeders the oppor¬ 
tunity to significantly 
reduce this disease. 

“We will keep working 
together to develop tools 
and information for 
breeders, so that they are 
able to select dogs that will 
have healthy puppies.” 

The test for LOA costs £48 
and is available from the 
AHT, in Lanwades Park, 
Kentford.

Mince pie recipe is 
child-friendly too 



TRADITION: Mince pies and mulled wine 


THERE’S a hundred different 
ways to make the quin¬ 
tessential Christmas snack, 
but here’s a child-friendly 
recipe with room to be a bit 
slap-dash. 

Just make sure they don’t 
burn their mouths on the 
finished product! 

1 OOg golden caster sugar 
280g mincemeat 
225g cold butter 
350g plain flour 
1 small egg 
icing sugar to dust 

1. Dice the butter, before 
rubbing carefully it into the 
flour to make a paste. Add the 
sugar and a pinch of salt, before 
forming the pastry into a ball. 
Don’t add any liquid, but briefly 
knead the ball. It should be 
fairly firm, like shortbread 
dough, and you can either use it 
immediately, or chill for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 
6/fan 180C. Line 18 holes of two 
12-hole muffin tins, by pressing 
walnut-sized balls of pastry into 
each hole. Spoon the 
mincemeat into the pies. 

3. Take slightly smaller balls of 
pastry than before and pat them 
out between your hands to 
make round lids, big enough to 
cover the pies. Alternatively, 
roll them out with a rolling pin 
and cut the small circle with a 
pastry cutter. 

4. Top the pies with their lids, 
pressing the edges gently 
together to seal - you don’t need 


to seal them with milk or egg as 
they will stick on their own. 
(The pies may now be frozen for 
up to one month). 

5. Brush the tops of the pies 
with the beaten egg. Bake for 20 
minutes until golden. Leave to 
cool in the tin for five minutes, 
then remove to a wire rack. To 
serve, lightly dust with icing 
sugar. They will keep for three 
to four days in an airtight 
container. 

Now here’s some mince pie 
facts you’re unlikely to have 


come across! 

■ They were originally made 
from meat, with spices to 
preserve it for longer 

■ The treats were banned under 
the rule of Oliver Cromwell 

■ ‘Mince pie’ is Cockney 
rhyming slang for ‘eye’ 

■ The first mince pie is 
believed to have been served to 
King Henry V in 1413 

■ There’s an old superstition 
that mincemeat should be 
stirred in a clockwise direction 
to avoid bad luck in the New 
Year.

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'I couldn't lose baby Emily'

Clare Braybrook was rushed into emergency open heart surgery 
and her daughter was delivered at just 31 weeks. Interview by

B ABIES don't come much bonnier 
than Emily Braybrook. With her 
sparkling eyes and deliciously 
chubby cheeks, she's an absolute beauty 
- and mum Clare clearly dotes on her. 

"The other day we were messing about and 
she was proper belly-laughing; I just sat there 
crying with laughter," grins Clare, 33. "She's just 
gorgeous. And she's precious. I know that 
everyone's child is, but she really is to me, 
because I could have lost her." 

Emily's entry into the world couldn't have 
been more dramatic. On Friday, January 13 this 
year, she was delivered by Caesarean section at 
Papworth Hospital, moments before Clare had 
emergency open heart surgery to treat a 
potentially fatal condition. 

At just 31 weeks, Emily was dangerously 
remature - and both mum and baby's lives 
ung in the balance. 

Until that day, Clare had had a perfect 
pregnancy. Fit and healthy-she and husband 
Patrick are both PE teachers at St Ivo School - 
Clare couldn't wait to become a mum. "We 
married in June last year, and I got pregnant 
straight away. We were over the moon because 
that was what we both wanted, and I loved 
being pregnant." 

The drama began to unfold when Clare was 
returning from a school netball match in 
Peterborough. "All the students were on the bus, 
and just before I got on, I had this agonising pain 
in my chest. 

"I've never felt anything like it. It was like a 
stabbing pain, and I could feel it in my back and 
coming up into my throat. It was just awful. I sat 
on the bus and couldn't move: I couldn't even 
talk, and normally I talk for England." 

Back at school, Clare collected her car and 
started to drive to her Longstanton home: "I got 
onto the A14 and thought 'no, I've got to get 
off'. I came off at Fenstanton - I only have to get 
to the next junction, but I just couldn't. 

"I've got a friend who lives in Fenstanton, so I 
knocked on his door and said 'I feel awful'." 

Patrick collected her and, back at home, Clare 
went straight to bed: "I slept for about an hour, 
but when I woke up it was worse. The pain was 
just immense." 


The couple headed to Addenbrooke's, where 
Clare was seen straight away, but doctors were 
baffled: an ECG and an X-ray came back clear, as 
did other tests. But something was obviously very 
wrong. 

"Because they were examining me they asked 
me to lie down, but it just hurt too much. I 
ended up standing up, rocking from side to side. 

I just didn't know what to do to get rid of the 
pain." 

It wasn't until the following afternoon that 
Clare was finally diagnosed. "This really lovely 
cardiologist came in to scan my heart, then he 
just held my hand and said 'I'm really sorry, it's 
bad news." My first words to him were 'you are 
joking?' And he said 'no, I'm really sorry. Your 
aorta is dissecting'." 

It transpired that Clare's aorta - the main 
artery that pumps blood away from the heart - 
had a tear, "and if it erupts, you'll die instantly," 
she says. 

"He didn't tell me that, he just said that I 
needed to have it operated on now. Then 
suddenly it was like a scene out of Holby City: 
there just were people everywhere." 

The neo-natal team explained to Clare that 
she'd need an emergency Caesarean: "I was 
gutted, because I knew the score: 31 weeks is 
very early, and I knew there was a chance I could 
lose my baby. 

"And actually, in all of it, it was never about 
me. It was always 'I don't want to lose my child'. 
It's all I'd ever wanted. I couldn't lose my baby." 

The medical team gave the couple a moment 
alone, "and I said to Patrick 'right, we need to 
decide on a boy's name and a girl's name, 
because if my baby dies, I don't want it not to 
have a name'. That was really important. 

"If it was a boy, Patrick really wanted Ben, and 
I wanted James. But to be honest I could've 
picked any name and he would've said yes! 

"He fully understood what was going on, and 
he tried so hard to hold back tears, to be strong. 
We thought everything was peachy: we'd just got 
married, we had a new house, we were having a 
baby, and suddenly the world had come crashing 
down." 

Clare was then blue-lighted to Papworth and 
wheeled straight into theatre: "and I turned to 
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SO SMALL: Emily in the neonatal intensive care unit at Addenbrooke’s 


Patrick and said Tm really scared now'. 

"And Nicola Jones, the anaesthetist, said 
'look, everything's fine'. She started to talk 
through little things she was going to do, 
and it really reassured me, and I just 
thought 'you're so nice!' 

"Then Nicola said to Patrick 'you need to 
say goodbye', and I remember him saying 'I 
love you' and giving me a kiss, and that was 
all I remembered until I woke up. And I 
can't thank Nicola enough, because he 
never left the room for me. She'd timed it 
so that it was my last memory." 

A maternity team who'd come across 
from Addenbrooke's delivered Emily first, 
then Clare's sternum was cut open so that 
the heart surgeon, Mr Nashef, could get to 
work. Worryingly, further complications 
were revealed: one of Clare's valves was 
leaking and had to be replaced with a 
mechanical replica. 

Meanwhile Patrick, the couple's parents 
and Clare's brother were able to see Emily 
briefly before she was whisked away to the 
neonatal intensive care unit (NICU) at 
Addenbrooke's. 

"Then they had such a long wait. I didn't 
come out of theatre until 1 o'clock in the 
morning. And I feel for them, because I had 
the easy job, lying there! But to wait until 
1 am when you've been there since 4 in the 
afternoon, not knowing if your wife, sister, 
daughter is going to be OK... I wouldn't 
have wanted to be in their shoes." 

Clare finally woke up at 8.15am: "and 
the nurse said 'you've had a baby girl'," she 
says, smiling at the memory. "The staff had 
taken pictures when Emily had been 
delivered, and put them up on the wall so I 
could see them all the time. That was really, 
really lovely." 

Exhausted and in pain, Clare admits that 
she found being in hospital "really hard. But 
not being able to see my own child, not 
being able to hold her, touch her, look at 
her - that was the hardest. 

"They started a diary, which was brilliant: 
the nurses at Addenbrooke's would write 
things like 'Mummy, I've had a really good 
day today, I've got my bunny with me...' 
They'd taken her footprints, so I could see 
how tiny her feet were, and Pat had taken 
video clips - but it's not the same. All I 
could think was 'if my baby dies, and I 
haven't seen her, what will I do?"' 

By the following Tuesday, doctors agreed 
that Clare was well enough to visit Emily, 

"so my dad drove us to Addenbrooke's: I've 
never known him to drive so slow! I 
couldn't move: I just sat really still, because I 
was in a lot of pain." 

When they arrived, Clare was put in a 
wheelchair and taken to NICU: "and then I 
saw her, and I just cried. It was just the best 
moment in my life. 

"I couldn't hold her, and you can't stroke 
them because they're so sensitive, so I 
touched her tummy, her head, her feet. She 


just looked beautiful. She was perfect. 

Tubes and all, she was my child, and it was 
amazing." 

Happily Clare was discharged the 
following afternoon, "and that evening they 
said 'do you want to hold her?' So I sat in 
this chair and they put her on me - and I 
was just overwhelmed. I can't tell you how 
lovely it was. I thought 'OK, if the worst 
does happen, at least I've held my baby'." 

Emily made excellent progress, and was 
soon transferred to Hinchingbrooke: "and 
we then went to the hospital every day for 
the next four weeks," recalls Clare. 

"But I could only manage an hour and a 
half a day. It would take me the whole 
morning to get up, get washed and dressed, 
then we'd go to the hospital and come 
home. And that would be enough - I'd be 
really tired. 

"Patrick was brilliant because he did all of 
the care for me and our daughter. For a 
man to be put in that situation and be the 
main carer straight away, that's hard, 
especially for someone who's never 
changed a nappy in his life!" 

On February 18, Emily was finally 
discharged and, needless to say, Clare was 
overjoyed: "I'd seen all these mums coming 
out with their car seats and their babies so 
often, and I was desperate for it to be us. 

"So then when it was us, I was walking 
down the corridor going 'this is the best 
feeling in the world! Look at us! We're 
taking our newborn baby home!' It was so 
good." 

Today, both Emily and Clare continue to 
thrive. In fact the only tell-tale sign of the 
year's earlier trauma is Clare's impressive 
scar, which stretches downwards from high 
on her breastbone. 

"Everyone at the NHS has been brilliant," 
she says. "My life's been saved and my 
daughter's life has been saved. I have 
moments where I look at her and I just cry. I 
just think wow, you're a little fighter, and 
I'm so lucky." 

Doctors still aren't sure why Clare had the 
condition, but think it's probably due to a 
genetic disorder. "We just don't know," she 
says. 

"I do sometimes think 'why me?', 
especially when I know the chances of 
having another child are next to nothing, 
because the risk is too high. I could have 
another dissection and not be so lucky, and 
ultimately I can't leave Emily without a 
mum. 

"It is difficult knowing you can't have 
another, but there are thousands of 
premmie mums who lose their baby, 
and I didn't. So I feel very, very lucky, and 
really proud to have such a special little 
giri. 

"And if it is a genetic disorder, being 
pregnant highlighted it, so I'm grateful to 
her. She fought for her life - and saved 
mine too."

Musical trip back 
Victorian London 



F ifty-two years 
after its premiere in 
London, and 
having enjoyed several 
West End revivals since 
then, Oliver! remains 
one of the nation's best¬ 
loved and most popular 
musicals. 

The tale of the Dickensian 
orphan comes to Cambridge 
this week in a production by 
Cambridge Operatic Society. 
The story charts Oliver's 
adventures as he escapes the 
brutalities of the poorhouse 
and finds refuge with small¬ 
time crook Fagin and his gang 
of pick-pocketing children. 

The show features all the 
classic musical numbers, 
including Consider Yourself, 
Where is Love and As Long as 
He Needs Me. 

Local actors will take up 
these iconic roles, including 
Scott Riley from Saffron 
Walden, who is looking 
forward to donning his 
overcoat and long grey beard 
as Fagin. "It was an honour to 
get the part," says Scott. "He's 
quirky - it's not as if he's really 
deep and dark like in the 
original novel, but in the 
theatre show he's got a sense 
of humour as well as a slightly 
dark side. 

"It's slightly nerve-wracking 
as it's one of those shows 


where everyone knows the 
songs and everyone knows 
the characters, so there's a lot 
of pressure. But it's going to 
be loads of fun. 

"I've had the full make-up 
done once for the 
photoshoot, with the wig, the 
facial hair... I texted a photo 
to a friend and they didn't 
recognise me. It's definitely 
weird getting used to all the 
things stuck to your face." 

This will be Scott's first turn 
with CaOS, but his portfolio 


includes many professional 
roles starting when he was just 
a boy with a part in The Life 
and Loves of a She-Devil for 
the BBC, alongside Tom 
Baker. You may also have seen 
him in My Fair Lady and Guys 
and Dolls at the Arts Theatre 
in recent years. 

Having toured throughout 
the country, Scott is now 
enjoying settling down with 
his partner Laura and three 
children George, 6, Oscar, 4 
and Eliza, seven weeks (not 


necessarily a nod to My Fair 
Lady , he laughs). 

What do his children think 
about his job? Have they seen 
his Fagin costume? 

"The two boys have already 
got their tickets so they'll be 
coming along. All they do at 
the moment is sing the songs 
which is great. They've seen 
photographs of me in 
costume and I've got the big 
Fagin coat here at home so 
they know what to expect. 
They've seen me dressed up 
and looking like all sorts - it's 
just Daddy being daft. And 
there's no better feeling than 
being on stage and seeing 
them in the audience. It's 
such a fantastic feeling." 

Scott is also full of praise for 
his on-stage children, with 
whom he shares a lot of 
scenes: 

"They're brilliant, they all 
are. Oliver and Dodger are on 
stage so much and they're just 
phenomenal. 

"And the rest of the cast are 
lovely, there's a great family 
feeling in rehearsals. We have 
a great time and we just want 
the audiences to have fun 
too."

Cinemas I The big film 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS 
certificate 12A, 2h 8m 


EXPECTATIONS were certainly great 
when Mike Newell announced this 
lavish retelling of the Charles Dickens 
classic to coincide with the bicentenary 
of the writer’s birth. 

David Nicholls, author of Starter For Ten 
and One Day, penned the script and 
some of the brightest stars of the British 
acting firmament were confirmed as the 
book's memorable protagonists. 
Confirming all of the promise, Great 
Expectations was chosen for the 
coveted closing night gala of last 
month’s BFI London Film Festival. But 
as the characters in Nicholls’s 
screenplay learn to their cost, life is full 
of disappointments and Newell’s film 
has a fair few. 

Arriving less than a year after the BBC’s 
well-crafted three-part adaptation, it is 
both sluggish and slavish. Crucially, it 


fails to outshine David Lean’s seminal 
1946 version, even with John 
Mathieson's magnificent 
cinematography and Jason Flemyng’s 
endearing portrayal of honest 
blacksmith Joe Gargery. 

Orphan Pip (Jeremy Irvine) has a 
disturbing encounter with escaped 
convict Magwitch (Ralph Fiennes) in the 
marshes close to the home he shares 
with his haughty sister (Sally Hawkins) 
and her husband (Flemyng). 

The boy agrees to steal food for 
Magwitch but police eventually 
apprehend the suspect. Soon after, Pip 
is dispatched to visit the reclusive Miss 
Flavisham (Helena Bonham Carter), 
who requires a playmate for her ward, 
Estella (Holliday Grainger). 

At first Pip is scared of Miss Flavisham, 
but once hep meets Estella his fear is 
replaced by infatuation and he falls 
under the spell of the girl. 

Some years later, lawyer Mr Jaggers 
(Robbie Coltrane) informs Pip that a 


mysterious benefactor has paid for the 
lad to become a gentleman. Pip 
excitedly takes up lodgings with Herbert 
Pocket (Oily Alexander) and slowly 
gains a foothold in London society, 
where he crosses paths once again with 
Estella and cannot conceal the torch he 
still carries for her. 

Great Expectations is undoubtedly a 
handsome rendering of the novel but 
there is little in the screenplay that we 
haven’t seen before. Richard Hartley’s 
soundtrack swoons in all the right 
places but only faintly strums our 
heartstrings. 

Irvine is an appealing leading man and 
David Walliams offers fleeting comic 
relief as Uncle Pumblechook, but 
Bonham Carter's anaemic portrayal of 
eternal bride Miss Flavisham is 
emblematic of a film covered in the 
cobwebs of previous adaptations. 
Neither the best of times, nor the worst 
of times, Newell’s vision falls 
somewhere in between.

THE Co-operative 
Insurance has thrown 
a lifeline to young 
female motorists who 
are likely to see their 
insurance increase as 
a result of the Gender 
Directive, by doubling 
the discount they can 
get through the Young 
Driver telematics 
scheme. 

New research from The 
Co-operative shows that the 
Gender Directive is a 
concern amongst young 
people, with 65 per cent of 
18 to 24 year olds worried 
that their insurance will go 
up as a result. 

To combat this, The Co¬ 
operative will increase the 
discount for safe drivers to 
20 per cent for those who 
take out or renew a Young 
Driver policy after 


December 21. This means 
that if they drive safely, 
females should not be left 
out of pocket, as the 
increase in discount will 
help to offset any rise in 
their premium. 

The Co-operative’s head 
of motor insurance, Grant 
Mitchell, explains: “Young 
drivers are already paying 
above the odd for their car 
insurance, and it is 
unfortunate that the new 
law is likely to push prices 
up for young females even 
more. 

“We know that young 
people are worried about 
what the Gender Directive 
means for their premium so 
we’ve increased the 
discount that safe drivers 
can achieve to help them 
avoid any significant 
increase to the cost of their 
insurance.” 

To qualify for the 
maximum discount, people 


must demonstrate safe 
driving in a number of 
categories including speed, 
cornering, braking and 
acceleration. 

Although people of both 
genders will be entitled to 
the maximum discount, the 
Co-operative expects that 
more women than men will 
qualify, as its data proves 
that young females tend to 
drive more safely. It shows 
that whilst 60 per cent of 
17 and 18 year old females 
currently get the full 
discount, just 31 per cent of 
males of the same age do. 

As well as reducing the 
cost of insurance, the 
Young Driver scheme is 
also helping to improve 
road safety, as the Co¬ 
operative has already seen 
car crashes drop by a fifth 
among users. Around 
30,000 young motorists are 
already signed up to the 
scheme.

FRANKEL is adapting well 
to life after racing with 
Banstead Manor Stud 
reporting enquiries from 
around the globe for his 
services as a stallion. 

Just two weeks after leaving 
Sir Henry Cecil’s Newmarket 
stable, the horse regarded by 
many as the greatest of all time is 
settling into his surroundings at 
his owner Prince Khalid 
Abdullah’s premises in Cheveley, 
just four miles outside the 
renowned training centre. 

His next-door neighbour in a 
brand-new box is Oasis Dream, 
already an established stallion, 
while the likes of Champs 
Elysees, Dansili and Bated Breath 
are further down the row of 
red-brick lodgings. 

No other male member of the 
Juddmonte band has, though, 
arrived with such a gilded 
reputation or would have been 
able to command a fee of 
£125,000 with their prowess 
unproven. 

But breeders are already 
queuing up with blue-blooded 
mares, and such names as Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe winner 
Danedream, Stacelita, Zagora and 
Vodka are already scheduled to 
meet him between mid-February 
and June next year. 

“He’s the most intelligent 
horse, very curious to see what’s 
going on,” said Banstead’s 
general manager, Philip Mitchell. 

“He’s settled in well and is just 
one of the boys. He’s no longer 
up there (at the top), he’s the new 
kid on the block.” 

Mitchell knows there is no 
guarantee Frankel will be a hit at 
stud - the likes of George 
Washington and Starspangled- 
banner failed because of fertility 
issues and many others have not 
passed on their ability. 

“You’ve got to be realistic,” he 
said. “The statistics tell us only 
one in nine or 10 horses to go to 
stud are successful.” 

Mitchell added: “This horse is
